

Alberta and Manitoba 
Agricore employees strike

The expected has happened 
and Agricore employees across 
Alberta and Manitoba are on 
strike. 

Among these employees is the 
manager, and sole employee, of 
the Didsbury Agricore grain el¬ 
evator. 

He has been on strike since 
Nov. 15. 

The grain elevator in town 
was closed down for a couple of 
days, but a non-union employee 
from elsewhere in Alberta is 
now working here, so every¬ 
thing is business as usual. 

At some other Agricore sites, 
there is picketing by employees 
and three elevators are officially 
closed around the province. 

At press time, members of 


Agricore and the Grain Services 
Union (GSU) were at the bar¬ 
gaining table with federal me¬ 
diator Tom Hodges. 

Diane Wreford, Manager of 
Corporate Communications for 
Agricore, is optimistic about the 
negotiations that began last 
Sunday morning and continued 
on into Monday. 

"With luck, we'll be really 
talking then,” she said of the 
negotiations. "The only place 
that it's going to be solved is at 
the tables." 

Threats of strike action be¬ 
gan early this fall, but negotia¬ 
tions have been ongoing for al¬ 
most a year. 

There are 350 members of 
the GSU in Alberta who feel 
that Agricore is lacking on ma¬ 


jor issues like maternity leave, 
pensions, wages and job 
postings. 

Wreford says that Agricore 
feels their offer is good in com¬ 
parison to the industry stand¬ 
ards. 

She says that the employees 
earn 6-16% above others in the 
industry, and says that if the 
employees return to work, there 
will be no wage rollbacks and an 
improved severance offer for 
those who don't decide to come 
back. 

'We think that as an indus¬ 
try, we are satisfying their 
needs," said Wreford. 

Wreford said that the GSU 
hadn't made any changes to their 
offer before heading into nego¬ 
tiations. 


Retreat successful

The Didsbury Town Council hammered out quite a few 
details at their annual retreat last week. 

The group travelled to Canmore, where they spent almost 
two full days discussing issues that affect our town. 

Town of Didsbury's Chief Administrative Officer Evan 
Parliament says that it was a great exercise and now council 
has specific deadlines to meet on many major issues. One 
such issue that was discussed was the cessation of the train 
whistle through town. 

"This process is rather stalled and we're very frustrated," 
Parliament said. 

He says that council has decided to send a letter to CP Rail 
demanding that they attend the first council meeting in 
January. 

"We've been waiting two years for it to stop," Parliament 
said. "It's about time, we feel, our request should be hon¬ 
oured." 

Another issue on the council agenda was the gazebo that's 
located on Main Street. The issue of what to do with the 
gazebo has been up in the air for some time, but council has 
finally decided they wish to remove it. Parliament says that 
the Town is getting tired of the vandalism and loitering that's 
taking place there, so they've decided to move it.

Man found guilty of theft 
and sentenced to 90 days 

After a lengthy trial in Dids¬ 
bury provincial court on Nov. 

17, a Calgary man was given two 
years probation and a 90-day jail 
term when he admitted to a 
charge of theft under $5,000 and 
was found guilty of impaired driv¬ 
ing. 

The court heard that the 
charges were brought against 
28-year-old Colin Alexander Corr 
as a result of incidents that took 
place Nov. 15,1998 in and around 
the Cremona Hotel in Cremona, 

Alberta. 

The Crown's case included the 
testimony of two witnesses, 

Jeanie Marie Gilmore, who was 
the bartender, waitress and liq¬ 
uor store clerk at the time of the 
incident, and Gerald Floyd 
Neilon, the manger of the Cre¬ 
mona Hotel. 

The court heard that Corr 
came into the Cremona Hotel at 
about 6:30 p.m. on Nov. 15,1998, 
and began drinking double rye 
and cokes. He was served ap¬ 
proximately four of these as the 


witnesses, the accused and his 
mother. 

Corr's testimony denied that 
he stumbled, slurred his speech 
or swayed due to impairment. He 
said that he consumed only one 
drink that night, and that the 
rest were given to other patrons. 
Corr also said that he did not cedi 
his mother because he was im¬

Also, he says that council 
will be seeking support from 
neighbouring communities in 
the hopes of securing a lodge in 
town.

Parliament says that council 
has developed some terms of 
reference for the project, such 
as: 'What does it take to for¬ 
mally twin our towns? and 
What's involved in twinning?" 

Council wishes to involve the 
Museum before any major deci¬ 
sions are made on this issue. 

Other issues were on the ta¬ 
ble, like the Ed Nolin building, 
Wages and Benefits and the 
Telus Building purchase. 

Parliament says, all in all, it 
was a very effective couple of 
days that council spent in 
Canmore.

New Medi-Chair 
wheels into AG Foods

The seniors in Didsbury will now have an easier time getting 
around AG Foods, thanks to the local Lions Club. 

A brand new electric scooter, made by Medi-Chair, was placed 
in the grocery store on Nov. 16 in the hopes that anyone who has 
a hard time getting around the store will use it. 

This idea to acquire the scooter was presented to the Commu¬ 
nity Services Advisory Board (CSAB) last month, after many 
complaints were made that AG is a very large store and that many 
older persons have a hard time getting around in the store. 

The Didsbury Lions decided that the scooter was something 
they wanted to sponsor, and so made a request for funding from the 
CSAB. 

The cost of the chair was $2795, and Didsbury Town Council 
endorsed FCSS funding in that amount so that the scooter could 
be purchased. 

Local Lion member Ray Herrick says that the new scooter goes 
"hand in hand with the Lions Handi-Bus." 

"We wanted to pursue this because we felt it went dovetail with 
the Handi-Bus - it's just an extension," Herrick said. 

Herrick says that AG Foods is the only store that is big enough 
for the scooter, but that the club is trying to think of other places 
a scooter may be beneficial in town as well. 

Herrick feels that there will be a "little user resistance at first," 
but hopes that older people in town don't hesitate to use the new 
scooter. 

"We're really hoping it will be used by those who need it," he said. 
"It's there for everybody's use." 

Herrick says that if anyone wants a demonstration on how to 
operate the scooter, they should go to AG in the morning hours and 
someone will show them how to run it. 

"It's pretty basic," Herrick said. You can't really go wrong." 


Caution: Don't respond to email, phone calls or pages which tell you to call an "809" phone 
number. The 809 area code is located in the British Virgin Islands (the Bahamas). This scam is 
spreading extremely quickly, can easily cost you $100 or more, and is difficult to avoid unless 
you are aware of it. 

Here's how it works: 

Internet-based phone scam via email: You receive an email, typically with a subject line of 
"Alert" or "Unpaid Account." The message, which is being spammed (mass distribution) across 
the net, says: "I am writing to give you a final 24 hours to settle your outstanding account. If 
I have not received the settlement in full, I will commence legal proceedings without further 
delay. If you would like to discuss this matter to avoid court action, call Mike Murray at Global 
Communications at 1-809-000-0000. 

Phone or pager scam: You receive a message on your answering machine or pager which asks 
you to call a number beginning with area code 809. The reason you’re asked to call varies: it can 
be to receive information about a family member who has been ill, to tell you someone has been 
arrested, died, or to let you know you have won a wonderful prize, etc. In each case, you're told 
to call the 809 number right away. Since there are so many new area codes these days, people 
unknowingly return these calls. If you call from the U.S., you will be charged $25 per minute 
or more! Sometimes the person who answers will speak broken English and pretend not to 
understand you. Other times, you'll just get a long recorded message. The point is to keep you 
on the phone as long as possible to increase the connect charges.

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Outstanding youth 

Since my arrival here in Dids- 
bury about two months ago, I have 
heard numerous adults comment¬ 
ing on the youth in town and how 
outstanding they are. Being trained 
as a journalist, I took this with a 
grain of salt at first - after all, it is 
my job to look at things objectively. 

But with each story I write and 
every event I attend, I am beginning 
to think it's not just proud parents 
bragging about their kids. I've no¬ 
ticed quite a few examples of out¬ 
standing actions and behaviour by 
the teens in this community. 

Probably one of the most obvious examples I witnessed was 
last weekend, while I was photographing a hockey game at the 
Arena. The Didsbury Midget Girls team was playing, and they 
were a much stronger team than their opponents. I under¬ 
stand the frustration the other team must have been feeling, 
but that's no excuse for the way they took cheap shots at the 
Didsbury girls and yelled at the referees. Despite the unsports¬ 
manlike behaviour of the other team, the Didsbury girls 
continued to play great hockey, fighting back not with their 
elbows and sticks but with their skating, passing and scoring 
abilities. They didn't let the rude, and sometimes downright 
mean actions of the other team bring them down, and the 
Didsbury girls never stooped to their level. Even after some 
pretty brutal physical attacks on a few of the Didsbury girls, 
they just shook it off and kept playing. It was refreshing to see, 
and the final score of 15-1 for Didsbury just goes to show that 
their disciplined, sportsmanlike play paid off. 

A couple of the other examples I have noticed have come 
to my attention while compiling the Faces page. From 
teens winning national awards and competitions, to com¬ 
pleting special projects, to volunteering for community 
events, I have come across a number of outstanding youth 
in this town. 

The treatment of Remembrance Day by students from 
DHS and Westglen is another good example. A good 
portion of the grade eights from Westglen wrote Remem¬ 
brance Day poems and submitted them to the Review for us 
to use, and participated readily when I went to ask them 
what they thought of the holiday for our streeter question. 
Despite the fact that I pulled them out of class and they 
could have used that as an opportunity to visit and joke 
around, they all took the question pretty seriously and 
gave good, well-thought answers. Then, at the Remem¬ 
brance Day ceremonies held at the school, the student 
bands did a great job, and various students participated 
directly in the ceremonies. But the most outstanding part 
in my opinion was the good behaviour of the students as a 
whole, how they sat quietly and paid attention to the 
service. I remember from my own school days not so long 
ago that there were always those few students who never 
took anything seriously and disrupted every assembly, but 
this one went smoothly thanks to the good behaviour of all 
the students. 

Perhaps the most refreshing thing that I have noticed 
about the youth in Didsbury is the recognition people are 
willing to give them. It is so nice to see the adults in town 
praising the youth for their outstanding actions. I have 
seen letters to the editor from people like Grace and Larry 
Mullen and Marg Weaver, and I have received countless 
phone calls from teachers and parents who want to see the 
accomplishments of the youth recognized. This is espe¬ 
cially nice considering that just last week in Toronto, laws 
were passed that make so-called squeegee kids subject to 
hefty fines because the adults driving by have said they feel 
threatened and intimidated by them. Regardless of whether 
these youth should be fined, I think it's pretty sad that kids 
who have taken an entrepreneurial idea and tried to make 
money from it are seen as troublemakers and a threat to 
others. It's nice to see that the adults here can look past the 
phase of baggy jeans and funny hairstyles and give the kids 
the recognition they deserve.

Tuesday and Wednesday we got the tickets, checked out at 
Aliens, informed everyone who needed to know, and arranged for 
some of Janet's responsibilities to be covered.

$265.8 million for long-term care beds and modernization 


The Alberta government is 
allocating total project fund¬ 
ing of $265.8 million in health 
capital funds to add new long¬ 
term care beds and replace or 
renovate existing health fa¬ 
cilities in the province, Health 
and Wellness Minister Halver 
Jonson and Infrastructure 
Minister Ed Stelmach an¬ 
nounced Nov. 18. Of this total 
funding, $101.3 million will be 
invested in this fiscal year. 

The new funding includes 
$115 million over the 
next three years to 
develop 1,090 new con¬ 
tinuing care beds in¬ 
cluding 370 additional 
beds and the replace¬ 
ment of 720 existing 
beds in older facilities. 

$110 million has 
been approved over the 
next five years to mod¬ 
ernize two of the old¬ 
est health facilities in 
the province, Alberta 
Hospital Ponoka and 
the Manning Health Centre. 

An additional $30 million 
has also been approved this 
year for other urgent building 
upgrading needs and the pur¬ 
chase of high-cost medical 
equipment and new technol¬ 
ogy. Another $10 million has 
been approved for the Healthy 
Aging Partnerships initiative 
to develop more community- 
based supportive housing in 
rural areas. 

The funding total consists 
of $90 million from the prov¬ 
ince's Economic Cushion, to 
respond to health capital needs 
in the 1999-2000 fiscal year, 
plus unallocated funds within 
the current business plan. The 
allowance from the Economic 
Cushion is part of the $600 
million allocation for infra¬ 
structure set aside from the 
Economic Cushion earlier this 
year. 

When combined with 
projects that are currently 
underway, nearly 2,000 new 
or upgraded continuing care 
beds, including 650 additional 
beds, will be available to Al¬ 
bertans needing continuing 
care over the next three to 
four years. This includes 260 
additional beds in Edmonton 
and 220 in Calgary. 

In announcing the new 


funding, Jonson stated: "The 
final report of the Long Term 
Care Review Committee, re¬ 
leased on Nov. 15, 1999, rec¬ 
ommended addressing current 
pressure points in Alberta's 
continuing care system result¬ 
ing from an increasingly older 
population. The capital fund¬ 
ing for 650 additional continu¬ 
ing care beds and the Healthy 
Aging Partnerships Initiative 
responds directly to the rec¬ 
ommendations of that report."

Priority has also been given 
to upgrading and replacing 
health facilities having the 
most serious physical and 
functional deficiencies, par¬ 
ticularly in the long-term care 
and mental health sectors. 

"Government is committed 
to ensuring that Albertans are 
provided with appropriate and 
safe health care facilities," 
Jonson said. "Additional long¬ 
term care bed capacity has been 
targeted to communities where 
they are needed most at this 
time." 

"Prudent financial planning 
by the government of Alberta 
is making possible a substan¬ 
tial reinvestment in the prov¬ 
ince’s infrastructure," said 
Stelmach. "We've been listen¬ 
ing to Albertans who very 
clearly want money reinvested 
in health facilities. To ensure 
that Albertans receive the best 
possible health care, we are 
making this investment in de¬ 
velopment and upgrading of 
health facilities across the 
province." 

Jonson added, "waiting lists 
for continuing care projects 
who should be cared for more 
appropriately in continuing 
care. Health authorities will 
have more facilities capable of 
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safely accommodating resi¬ 
dents in need of significantly 
higher levels of care." 

Many of the continuing care 
projects approved this year 
will be implemented through 
partnership arrangements be¬ 
tween regional health authori¬ 
ties and private or voluntary 
sector organizations. Private 
and voluntary sector partners 
have also committed to de¬ 
velop, without provincial capi¬ 
tal support, about 400 sup¬ 
portive housing units 
for seniors. 

Earlier this year, 
Associate Health and 
Wellness Minister 
Gene Zwozdesky an¬ 
nounced that $3.55 
million had been ap¬ 
proved to allow the 
Alberta Alcohol and 
Drug Abuse Commis¬ 
sion to renovate the 
Renfrew Recovery 
Centre in Calgary and 
the Edmonton Intoxi¬ 
cation Recovery Centre, Reno¬ 
vation work in Calgary was 
completed earlier this month 
and work at the Edmonton 
facility is expected to be com¬ 
plete by late 2000. 

Provincial capital priorities 
for the health sector are deter¬ 
mined using criteria to ensure 
that expenditures go to the 
most urgent infrastructure 


and address its short-term rec¬ 
ommendations. Today's an¬ 
nouncement and the $15 mil¬ 
lion allocation that I an¬ 
nounced on Nov. 15, 1999 re¬ 
sponds to the short-term is¬ 
sues identified by the Commit¬ 
tee," Jonson concluded.

Because of last summer's family reunion and the resultant 
research, family tree and discovery of long lost cousins, there has 
been a renewed interest in things genealogical. My children tell 
me that they are unsure of the names of some of their cousins' 
spouses and even less sure of the cousins' children. There were 
some very unusual ideas as to what constituted second and third 
cousins and cousins "once and twice removed." I think the first 
time I ever read the term " cousin once removed" was in a column 
that Eleanor Roosevelt used to write in the Ladies Home 
Journal. I thought it was terribly funny because we had some 
cousins that we would like to have had removed but kids were 
more easily amused in those days. The terms became more 
common again when the prolific Kennedys became such a public 
family and cousins once and twice removed are frequently 
mentioned in stories about them. The terms are also useful if you 
are reading any history that involves Royalty. 

"Once removed" means one generation removed, so your first 
cousin once removed is the child of your first cousin. Second 
cousins would be your child and the child of your first cousin. As 
second cousins are children of first cousins then third cousins are 
children of second cousins. A first cousin twice removed would be 
your first cousin's grandchild (who would of course be your 
grandchild's third cousin and your child's second cousin once 
removed.) If you really want to, you can continue this method to 
find fourth and fifth cousins and six or seven times removed but 
don't do it if you are subject to migraines. 

My grandma. Ruby Ann Franklin married my granddad, 
William Leath Johnston but three of her sisters married Crandalls. 
This means that the children of all these Franklin/Crandall 
unions were double cousins. They all had big families and I have 
never been sure of who belonged to who. Would this mean that 
the children of these double cousins would be first cousins, or 
would they become double second cousins and eventually double 
third cousins twice removed etc. etc. Now I am getting a 
headache. 

One of the grandsons of one of the Crandall/Franklin mar¬ 
riages has become so interested in family history that he has birth 
and death records, wills and obituaries, newspaper clippings, 
photos and land agreements back seven or eight generations. 
(His mother and my dad were first cousins so he and Dad would 
be first cousins once removed, he and I are second cousins, he and 
my children second cousins once removed and his children and 
my children would be third cousins.) He sends me wonderfully 
interesting photos and documents and I wish I could offer him the 
enthusiasm they deserve. It's not that I am uninterested, it's that 
1 just don't have the time to give it my undivided attention and 
it is such a huge field that it could eat up your entire life. 

I know several families who can trace their paternal line back 
seven or eight generations but what about all those mothers 
without whom none of us would be here. It's much harder to trace 
the maternal line because of name changes and incomplete 
records but each of us has two parents, four grandparents, eight 
great-grandparents, 32 great-great-grandparents etc. etc. If you 
keep on multiplying by two and figure an average of 25 years to 
a generation, you only have to go back 500 years and you have 
1,048,576 grandparents. All these people contributed something 
to the blood, bone, skin, hair, colour and personality that is you. 
How can anyone look at a new baby and say, "Oh, he has the 
Metcalfe nose and the Picard ears." He could have Cleopatra's 
ears for heaven's sake, Benjamin Franklin's eyebrows and King 
Haakon’s nose, we are probably all related somehow.

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Healthy lunches kids would never trade away 


The greatest challenge fac¬ 
ing many families each morning 
is what to put in the school 
lunch. Parents are torn between 
wanting to provide good nutri¬ 
tion but also a lunch that won't 
get traded or pitched. 

Leslie DePodesta, a regis¬ 
tered dietitian, reminds parents 
to try and include at least three 
of the four food groups in your 
child's lunch. "Milk and milk 
products, fruits and vegetables 
and whole grains are the foods 
most often lacking in school 
lunches," she explains. Here are 
some of her tips for lunches kids 
would never trade: 

• Kids love "mini" things, such 
as mini pitas and mini bagels or 
make your own mini muffins 
and mini meatballs.

Focus on 


the Family 

James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: I want to control and lead my strong-willed 
child properly, but I'm afraid I'll break his spirit and damage him 
in some way. How can I deal with his misbehavior without 
hurting his self-concept? 

DR. DOBSON: I sense that you do not have a clear under¬ 
standing of the difference between breaking the spirit and 
shaping the will of a child. The human spirit, as I have defined it, 
relates to the self-esteem or the personal worth that a child feels. 
As such, it is exceedingly fragile at all ages and must be handled 
with care. You as a parent correctly assume that you can damage 
your child's spirit quite easily - by ridicule, disrespect, verbal 
rejection and threats to withdraw love. Anything that depreciates 
his self-worth can be costly to his spirit. 

However, while the spirit is brittle and must be treated gently, 
the will is made of steel. It is one of the few intellectual 
components that arrive full strength at the moment of birth. 

In a past issue of Psychology Today, this heading described the 
research findings from a study of infancy: "A baby knows who he 
is before he has language to tell us so. He reaches deliberately for 
control of his environment, especially his parents." This scientific 
disclosure would be no surprise to the parents of a strong-willed 
infant. They have walked the floor with him in the wee small 
hours, listening to this tiny dictator as he made his wants and 
wishes abundantly clear. 

Later, a defiant toddler can become so angry that he is capable 
of holding his breath until he loses consciousness. One head¬ 
strong 3-year-old recently refused to obey a direct command from 
her mother, saying, "You're just my mommie, you know!” 

Another mere mommie wrote me that she found herself in a 
similar confrontation with her 3-year-old son over something 
that she wanted him to eat. He was so enraged by her insistence 
that he refused to eat or drink anything for two full days. He 
became weak and lethargic, but steadfastly held his ground. The 
mother was worried and guilt-ridden, as might be expected. 
Finally, in desperation, the father looked the child in the eyes 
sternly and convinced him that he would face the consequences 
if he didn't eat his dinner. With that, the contest was over. The 
toddler surrendered. He began to consume everything he could 
get his hands on, and virtually emptied the refrigerator. 

Returning to your question, your objective as a parent is to 
shape the steely will of your child while leaving his fragile spirit 
intact. 

** ** ** 

QUESTION: You have told us what kinds of homes produce 
children with the greatest intellectual potential. Are there other 
studies that would tell us how to raise kids with the healthiest 
attitudes toward themselves and others? 

DR. DOBSON: A study designed to answer that precise 
question was conducted some years ago by Dr. Stanley 
Coopersmith, associate professor of psychology, University of 
California. He evaluated 1,738 normal middle-class boys and 
their families, beginning in the preadolescent period and follow¬ 
ing them through to young manhood. After identifying those 
boys having the highest self-esteem, he compared their homes 
and childhood influences with those having a lower sense of self- 
worth. He found three important characteristics that distin¬ 
guished them: (1) The high-esteem children were clearly more 
loved and appreciated at home than were the low-esteem boys. (2) 
The high-esteem group came from homes where parents had been 
significantly more strict in their approach to discipline. By 
contrast, the parents of the low-esteem group had created 
insecurity and dependence by their permissiveness. Their chil¬ 
dren were more likely to feel that the rules were not enforced 
| because no one cared enough to get involved.

Slow Jife down 
long enough to go back to the 
beginning and reflect on the 
miracle and what it means for 
you today. Now that you're com¬ 
fortable ...read on. 

Mary's Offering: 

I awake suddenly, forgetting 
for a moment where I am. Bril¬ 
liant sunlight pours through 
the doorway, forcing my eyes to 
close again. Then I remember: I 
am a mother! I sit up to face the 
shimmering light. Jesus? Jesus 
- my baby - where is He? 

Across the stable Joseph cud¬ 
dles a small bundle in his arms. 
"Now, now," he says with a smile. 
"Didn’t I tell you your mother 
would soon be awake?" He tucks 
Jesus into the straw beside me. 


Such a tender little miracle is 
this child! I kiss the top of his 
tiny nose, my thoughts floating 
back to the events of the night 
just past...the silent band of 
men dressed in shepherd’s garb 
who appeared so soon after this 
birth, kneeling beside my child. 
When they departed, they were 
curiously different men, their 
voices raised in song and praise 
to God. Do they know who my 
baby is? 

Now, here in the daylight, 
the knowledge of his identity 
arises within me like a fresh 
new wind, a wind that will gather 
strength and sweep across all 
humanity, forever changing its 
destiny.

Perhaps the reason has to do 
with all these people outside 
who wander past so casually. 

"Oh Joseph, if only they 
knew...how could they hurry 
on by?" 

Joseph smiles down at me. 
His face reflects a yearning 


that has already begun to kin¬ 
dle within my soul - a hope 
that one day all will discover 
this stable and leave it in awe 
and wonderment as did the 
shepherds. 

I reach for Joseph's hand. 
The truth shines radiant in 
the air, brighter even than the 
sunlight: God is alive in the 
world! 

Yet I wonder. How will peo¬ 
ple respond? What will be their 
thoughts as they depart this 
stable? In what manner will 
this child affect the rest of 
their days? 

Deep in the straw Jesus 
cries. I bend down and lift him 
up. And suddenly I know that 
in this very act my question is 
answered.

The results are in from this year's Alberta Cattle Commis¬ 
sion (ACC) fall producer and election meetings and a new 
delegate body has been chosen to represent the interests of 
Alberta cattle producers. 

"Every year, the scope and depth of issues facing the 
industry seems to increase," says Lyndon Mansell, producer 
liaison committee chairman. 

"We have a good mix of experienced delegates who have a 
good understanding of the issues and new delegates who can 
bring a fresh perspective to the table." 

"This will be a real asset in better understanding grassroots 
concerns, and developing policies to best represent producers' 
interests in the months ahead." 

During the coming year, the ACC will deal with a number of 
subjects important to cattle producers including international 
trade and beef promotion, health and food safety issues includ¬ 
ing the national cattle identification program, and environ¬ 
mental and land use issues. 

Elections were held in five of nine zones with 40 candidates 
participating in the ACC's democratic process. Thirty-nine 
meetings were held across the province. 

New representatives will comprise 25% of the ACC delegate 
body as a result of the producer elections during the past three 
weeks. Out of a regional delegate body of 63 representatives, 16 
are new delegates. 

A number of resolutions were passed at the country meet¬ 
ings which will be presented to the ACC annual general 
meeting (AGM) and voted upon by the entire delegate body. 

The AGM is December 6-8, 1999 at the Coast Terrace Inn, 
Edmonton.

A team of researchers 
from Olds College and the 
University of Alberta is 
investigating whether or 
not odour from feedlots 
and manure application 
sites is linked to the pres¬ 
ence of disease-causing or¬ 
ganisms in the air. 

"There is currently no 
scientific evidence that 
indicates feedlots are a 
source of harmful patho¬ 
gens in the air," says lead 
researcher Dr. Abimbola 
Abiola. "In fact, previous 
research has shown that 
odours are caused by 
chemical, not microbial 
agents in the air, and the 
presence of odours does 
not necessarily mean that 
harmful microbial agents 
are present as well." 

With $91,020 in sup¬ 
port from the Canada Al¬ 
berta Beef Industry De¬ 
velopment Fund 

(CABIDF), Abiola is lead¬ 
ing a team of researchers 
to determine whether or 
not feedlots are contribut¬ 
ing to microbiological con¬ 
tamination of surround¬ 
ing air. To do this, the 
research team will sample 
air in the feedlot, as well 
as upwind and downwind, 
to determine its microbio¬ 
logical and chemical 
make-up. 

"We already know that 

many factors, including air 
movement itself, topo¬ 
graphical location and cli¬ 
matic conditions, influ¬ 
ence the movement of mi¬ 
croorganisms in the air," 
he says. "We're planning 
to take air samples over 
two years during the times 
of peak feedlot activity, in 
the spring and again in 
the fall. These sampling 
times should also tell us 
whether seasonal changes 
are associated with the 
numbers of organisms de¬ 
tected." 

The study is taking 
place at two feedlots of 
similar size in the windy 
Chinook region of Alberta 
in order to provide a "worst 
case" scenario. Scientists 
will specifically look for 
the presence of four types 
of microorganisms; bacte¬ 
ria, fungi, 

thermoactinomycetes (a 
type of bacteria that pro¬ 
duces spores and can sur¬ 
vive heat), and coliform 
bacteria, such as E. coli, 
normally found in fecal 
material. 

Collaborating scientists 
from the Alberta Research 
Council and the Univer¬ 
sity of Alberta will use a 
device called an 
olfactometer to correlate 
odour with the presence 
of microbial populations 
in air samples. 

"We want to determine 
whether or not feedlots 
are contributing to air 
quality deterioration 
through microbiological 
contamination and how 
that contamination might 


happen," Abiola says. "This 
is important for the beef 
industry because there 
have been cases where 
people living near feedlots 
are blaming feedlots for 
their health problems." 

The potential benefits 
for the industry are many. 
First, if scientists do find 
that feedlots are contrib¬ 
uting to reductions in air 
quality, then they can 
make management recom¬ 
mendations for feedlots, in 
order to alleviate the prob¬ 
lem. If no link is found, the 
data collected could give 
feedlots a scientific basis 
on which to refute claims 
that they are a major source 
of disease-causing micro¬ 
organisms in the air. 

Abiola says he finds it 
encouraging that the beef 
industry in Alberta is tak¬ 
ing a proactive, scientific 
stance to try to address 
some of the challenges it 
faces. 

"In addition to produc¬ 
ing a quality product, the 
cattle industry is also con¬ 
sidering environmental 
preservation," Abiola says. 
"Alberta beef appeals to in¬ 
ternational markets par¬ 


tially because this prov¬ 
ince is seen as being a pris¬ 
tine environment where 
beef is produced." He adds 
that steps taken to pre¬ 
serve and protect the envi¬ 
ronment could help 
strengthen the global mar¬ 
keting position for Alberta 
beef producers. 

The Canada Alberta Beef 
Industry Development 
Fund is a $16.4 million 
fund, comprised of equal 
contributions from the fed¬ 
eral and provincial govern¬ 
ments. It is allocated to 
research projects that ad¬ 
dress specific needs of the 
Alberta beef industry.

Agri-news briefs 

Fenugreek: The 1998-99 Lethbridge Research Centre 
Annual Research Update reports that scientists have 
discovered that fenugreek, new to Canada, has exciting 
potential as an alfalfa alternative. The high-protein 
legume grown in India and other countries makes good 
silage and is a natural source of valuable steroids that 
may increase muscle development. Like alfalfa, it is a 
high-quality legume that fixes nitrogen in the soil, but 
while alfalfa is a perennial, fenugreek is an annual crop. 
It has slightly less dry matter and protein, but is 
relatively equal in terms of nutritional quality for cattle 
and holds its quality after blooming, giving producers 
more flexibility for harvest. Preliminary experiments 
also suggest that fenugreek may be bloat-safe.

Funding available for 
agriculture projects 

The federal government is providing funds for the next four years in support of 
farm safety and rural health projects, through the Canadian Coalition for Agricul¬ 
tural Safety and Rural Health. The program is a continuance of the Canadian 
Agriculture Safety Program - CASP II. 

"Farm women's organization. Women of Unifarm, as lead agency coordinator for 
Alberta, is inviting proposals for funding," says Shirley Efyck, CASP-Alberta lead 
agency coordinator. "This is year two of the CASP II program. The deadline for 
applications is December 17, 1999, so we are encouraging Albertans to call for an 
information package and application form soon." 

Consideration for funding will be given to applicants developing projects relating 
to tractor rollovers and run-overs and those related to power take-off and other 
machinery entanglements. However, proposals that address other specific local 
needs and differences in the province will also be considered. Projects that are 
consistent with the objective of lowering the incidence of agriculture-related deaths 
and injuries will be funded. Proposals should be consistent with one of the following 
categories: 

•Development of materials and promotional activities that will increase the level 
of awareness of the farm sector on agricultural health and safety issues. 

•The design, development and evaluation of surveillance mechanisms that can 
monitor the incidents of agriculturally related deaths, injuries and health related 
issues. 

•Farm health and safety preventative programs. 

•Facilitation of the exchange of information on farm health and safety issues. 

•Data gathering and analysis of information pertaining to rural health and 
safety issues. 

•Identification development and promotion of safety standards. 

"Eligible applicants for CASP II include non-profit organizations who may 
partner with corporations, cooperatives, universities, industry associations, fed¬ 
eral, provincial and territorial governments, crown corporations and government 
agencies to fulfill their project's objectives," adds Dyck. "CASP funding is based on 
SOT of the eligible project costs. Project coordinators should endeavour to acquire 
other matching actual dollars, as well as in-kind contributions."

Alberta Cracks Down on 
Impaired Drivers

If you arc charged with being over 
“.08", or refusing a demand to give 
a breath or blood sample, you lose 
your licence automatically, for at 
least three months. 

If your irresponsible actions 
result in bodily harm or death, you 
wont be driving tor at least six 
months automatically. 

If you hold a valid Alberta driver's 
licence, a 21-day temporary permit 
is granted before the suspension 
begins. T hese temporary driving 
privileges are intended to allow time 
for you to get your affairs in order 
prior to going under suspension. 

The only basis upon which an 
appeal of the suspension can be 
considered is if you can prove that 
your breath or blood sample was 
not over “.08" or that you did not 
refuse a demand. Hardship is not 
a consideration. 

Al.S is an enhancement to current 
impaired driving laws and you will 
still be faced with the standard I, 3 
and 5-year suspensions if you are 
convicted of a first, second or 
subsequent impaired driving offence. 

The new legislation aims to make 
the consequences of drinking and 
driving in Alberta more swift, certain 
and severe. And, to make Alberta’s 
roads safer for everyone.

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Further study of farm assessment options needed 


The MLA Farm Property As¬ 
sessment Review Committee is 
commissioning a study to de¬ 
termine the economic impact of 
changes being considered on 
how farm property and opera¬ 
tions are assessed and taxed. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
Walter Paszkowski announced 
the study during his address to 
delegates at the Alberta Asso¬ 
ciation of Municipal Districts 
and Counties (AAMD&C) con¬ 
vention held in Edmonton re¬ 
cently. The impact study will 
investigate the potential effects 
of a number of options emanat¬ 
ing from the public consulta¬ 
tions held in the fall of 1998. 
These options include remov¬ 
ing the residential exemption, 
introducing a business tax on 
farming operations, allowing 
municipalities to establish sub¬ 
classes of farmland with differ¬ 
ent tax rates and assessing in¬ 
tensive agricultural operations 
using a "footprint” concept. 

"The footprint concept 
evolved from the public consul¬ 
tation done last fall and was 
refined through meetings held 
during the summer with repre¬ 
sentatives from Alberta's agri¬ 
cultural producer organizations 
and municipal associations," said 
Municipal Affairs Minister 
Walter Paszkowski. 

The footprint concept sets 
aside five acres as a base site. In 
a typical farming operation this 
is where the farm buildings are 
located. Farm buildings are cur¬ 
rently exempt from assessment. 

The base site would now be 
assessed at a flat rate of $7,500. 
In cases where a portion of the 
base site is used for livestock or 
as enclosed growing areas, that 
portion would be assessed based 
on its productive value using 
standardized assessment rates 
for various types of operations. 
The remainder of the base site 
would be assessed at $1,500 per 
acre. 

"To get a complete picture of 
what would happen if one or all 
of these options were put into 
place we will be working with 
nine municipalities in various 
parts of the province," said 
Paszkowski. "A cross-section of 
farming operations within these 


municipalities will be studied to 
see what impact this would have 
on individual farming opera¬ 
tions. The same information 
will be used to determine the 
effect on the municipality as a 
whole." 

Strathcona, Lethbridge, 
Stettler, Ponoka, Grande Prai¬ 
rie, Barrhead and St. Paul coun¬ 
ties along with the MD of 
Rockyview and Birch Hills will 
participate in the study. The 
study will use existing assess¬ 
ment information, along with 
information gathered from 
farmers directly. 

Results from the study 
should be known by the fall of 
2000.

•The MLA Farm Property 
Assessment Review Committee 
was established in June 1997 to 
review a number of farm prop¬ 
erty assessment and taxation 
issues.
